upon human Nature than a Difappointment in 
wo 
Perfons whofe Hearts are mutually engaged to 
each other. It is this Diftrefs which has given Oc- 
cafion to fome of the finelt Tragedies that were 
ever written, and daily fills the World with Me- 
lancholy, Difcontent, Phrenfy, Sickneis, Defpair, 
and Death I have often admired at the Barbarity 
of Parents, who fo frequently interpofe their Au- 
thority in this grand Article of Life. L would 
fain ask, Silvia’s Father, Whether he thinks he can 
beftow a gréater Favour on his Daughter, than to 
ut her in a Way to live happily ?) Whether a 
Man of Philander’s Charatter, with 500 per Annum, 
is not more likely to contribute to that End, thay 
many a young Fellow whom he may have in hig 
Thoughts with fo many Thoufands? Whether he 
can make Amends to his Daughter by any Increafe 
of Riches, for the Lofs of that Happinefs fhe pro- 
potes to her felf in her Philander? Or whether 
a Father fhould compound with his Daughter to be 
miferable, though fhe were to get 2co0o /, by the 
Bargain? I-fupnofe he would have her reflect with 
Efteem ori his Memory after his Death: And does 
he think this a. proper Method to make her do fo, 
when, as often as ‘fhe thinks on the Lots of her 
Philander, the muft at the fame Time remember 
him as the cruel Caufe of it? Any tranfient ill Hu- 
mour is foon forgotten ; but the Reflection of iuch 
a Cruelty mutt continue to’ raife Referitnients .as 
long as Life at felf; and.by this one Piece of Barba- 
rity, an indulgent Father lotes the Merit of all his 
palt Kindneffes.

fhall conclude this with a celebrated Inftance of a 
Father’s Indulgence in this Particular,- which, tho’ 
carried to an Extravagance, has fomething in tt-fo 
tender and amiable, as may juftly reproach the 
Hardnefs of Temper that is to be met with in ma- 
ny a Britifh Father. 

Antiochus, a Prince of great blopes, fell paifio- 
nately in Love with the young Queen Stratonice, 
who was his Mother-in-Law, and had* bore a Son 
to the old King Seleucus his Father. The Prince 
finding it impoflible to extinguifh his Paffion, fell 
fick, and refufed all manner of Nourifhment, be- 
ing determined to put an End to that Life which 
was become infupportable. 

Erafiftratus the Phyfician foon found that Love 
was his Diftemper; and obferving the Alteration 
in his Pulfe and Countenance whenever Stratonice 
made him a Vifit,was foon fatisfied that he was dy- 
ing for his young Mother-in-Law. Knowing the 
-old King’s Tendernefs for his Son, when he one 
Morning — of his Health, he told him, That 
the Prince's Diftemper was Love ; but that it was 
incurable, becaufe it was impofMible for him to 

fiefs the Perfon whom he loved. The King, 
urprifed at this Account, defired to know how 
His Son’s Paffion could bs incurable? Why Sir, re- 

lied Erafjfratus, becaufe he is in Love with the 
erfon | am married to. 

The old King immediately conjured him by all 
his paft Favours to fave the Life of his Son and 
Succeffor. Sir, faid em, Would your Ma- 
jefty but fancy your felf in my Place, you would 
fee the Unreafonablenefs of what you defire ? Hea- 
‘ven is my Witnefs, faid Seleacas, I could refign 
even my Stratonice to fave my Antiochus. At this 
the Tears ran down his Cheeks, which, when the 
Phyfician faw, taking him by the Hand, Sir, fays 
he, If thefe are your real Sentiments, the Prince's 
Life is out of Danger ; it 1s Stratonice for whom he 
dies. Selevcus immediately gave Orders for folemni- 
zing the Marriage, and the young Queen, to fhow 
her Obedience, very generoufly exchanged the Pa- 
ther for the Son.
